We have reason to believe-that 
there was a plot on foot to kill the child, 
BO that the. mother and another woman 
could 
run away with Noland and 


Murray. 
When I learned of this 


I told Murray to leave- the place 
and gave Noland a talking to.

called me a liar if I said that he had 
written any letters and then emphasized 
it with an opprobioua name. I had to 
handle him a little rough at the time 
and he drew a knife on me. 
I went 


away from him then, not caring to have 
any trouble with him." The story 
about the boys shooting a blank car- 
tridge in. the men's sitting room is 
true but 1 did not know it at the time 
and certainly would not have allowed 
it.

•treat, Elder Daniel Sommer, of Indian- 
apolis, Ind., spoke on the importance of 
people being correct in, both doctrine 
and practice. 
The speaker baaed his 


discourse on the first and thirteenth 
Terse* of Ualatiana, fifth chapter. He 
said that the exhortation in the first 
Terse, to "stand fait in the liberty where- 
with Christ hath made us. free," meant 
liberty or freedom from doctrinal errors, 
and that the exhortation in the thir- 
teenth verse, to "use not liberty for-an 
occasion to -the flesh," meant liberty or 
freedom from sins of the flesh or wrong 
practices. 


Eider Sommer then stejsd that some 


religious people seemsd^sb think that 
if they only maintain" the right doctrine 
or theory of religion, they can reach 
heaven, even if their practice be worldly, 
While others maintain that it makes no 
difference about doctrinal errors if their 
ordinary behavior be correct. "But 
with an open Bible before the mind," 


"M** '' 
•* 
said the speaker, "I don't believe either 
one position or the other. Doctrinal 
correctness will not compensate for 
practical crookedness; neither will prac- 
tical correctness compensate for doc- 
trinal crookedness. 


Mr. Sommer then proceeded to men- 


tion the case of Cain as recorded jn 


eth, 4th chapter; the case of Nadab 


and Ababa as recorded in Leviticus^ 
10th chapter; the case7 of Moses and 
Aaron as given in Numbers, 20th chap- 
ter, the case of King Saul as stated in' 
I Samuel, 13th chapter;' and the case of 
Uzzah as recorded, in I Chronicles, 13th 
chapter. Each of these cases was de- 
clared to be striking illustration of 
God's disapprobation of doctrinal sins, 
as in not one of those instances is any 
evidence found of a sin. of the flesh, 
yet in each instance the punishment • 
was severe.

order of transparency of different sub- 
jects for the light rays was very .dif- 
ferent from that which is found with 
the1 cathode rays.

Prof. A. A. Michelson, head of the de- 


partment of physics at the University

He took up 'the details of the recent 


discovery- of the Vienna chemist as re- 
ported, explaining the 17 experiments 
which Dr. Rontgen performed in the 
course of his work. He sdtd the pria- 
cipol quality which interferes with the 
operation of Itontgen's method is den- 
sity and not opaqueness. An object 
may be exceedingly opaque, and yet its 
molecules be so arranged as to permit 
the penetration of the cathodic rays.

ers, has not been witnessed since the 
cold, clear December morning fpur 
years ago, when, in the same place, 
the same man \va* again the central, 
figure of a magnificent ceremonial. 


Then, indeeU, it wa»a^rl6rious event, 


the celebration r«f- half a ,. century's 
service as a,prinoe iof"_ .the Boman 
church. Wednesday the centraF figure 
in that great event was cold in death. 


The same vast concourse of arch* 


bishops, bishops and priests that came 
then to rejoice and congratulate had 
returned to pay their last tribute of 
respect at his Mar.

The one scene was typical of the 


fullness of life. It was the culmina- 
tion of Peter Bichard Kcnrick's fame 
as a prelate. The1 other was typical 
of the spiritual, the tjnwordly view 
that realizes the grandeur of death af- 
ter a life well spent. 


This man, who imade nothing of 


friendship during his life, who over- 
looked the arts that make men great 
and pleading in the public eyes, was 
buried by his church with greater 
poinp and sincerer eulogy than a 
prince of the royal blood. 


Rome has often been called the 


mother of all the arts. Truly when 
one gets back to the older and more 
unaccustomed modes of her elaborate 
ritual one finds how deeply in touch 
she was with all thai could inspire and 
uplift the soul.

TRANSPLANTING TEETH. 


One of the Greatest Wonders of Modern 


Dental Surgery, 


Among the wonders of modern sur- 


gery there is nothing more remarkable 
than the trans,planting of teeth. Some 
years ago a dentist created a sensation 
by extracting a tooth fiorn the jaw of 
owe person 7ind inserting it in the jaw 
of another. Since that time the opera- 
tion has been repeatedly tned,

with not altogether satisfactory re- 
sults. At least 25 per cent, of the cases 
ha> e failed of success.

i/e and shape to flt the space of the 


one removed. 
The crown is severed 


from the root, which is then deprived 
of its pericemrntum and shaped to suit 
the operator. 
A thorough cleansing 


of the nerve canal is next in order, theii 
the apex of the root ie filled and her- 
metically sealed with a tiny platina 
tube carefully fitted intc the nerve 
canal. 
After the most careful course 


of antiseptic treatment, the socket is 
prepared to receive the new root, which 
is secured in place, and so covered that 
It is safe from shocks and pressure.

Hallway Throngh tlie Sea. 


A railroad through the sea is to be 


built between Brighton and Hotting- 
dean, the rails being so near low-water 
mark that they will be submerged the 
greater part of the time. There are 
four rails, the outside ones 18 feet 
apart, fastened to concrete blocks mor- 
tised in bed 
rock. On these 
four- 


wheeled trucks will run supporting 12- 
inch steel tubes, inside which are the 
shafts' that propel the wheels. The 
tubes rise 23 feet above the rails sup- 
porting the car, which has a deck 46 
r22 feet. The motive power will be elec- 
tricity conveyed by the trolley system.
